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The Break Down at Cannes. 


French Governments are pro- 
verbially short-lived. Some one 
has said that every Frenchman is 
born a politician. Certainly in 


no country on earth is public in-| 


terest more intense or more con- 
sistently active than in the Repub- 
lic. The Chamber of Deputies is 
a house of critics, peculiarly acute 
in perception. and always ready to 
wage war for their opinions. 
Happy is the French Premier who 
can hold power for the length of 
a Canadian parliamentary term. 
Combinations are made and dis- 
solved in the Chamber with un- 
paralleled frequency, and ad- 
ministrations rise and fall almost 
with the seasons, The list of ex- 
Premiers of France must be an im- 
posing array, and the ‘‘waiting 
list’? of possible Premiers is al- 
ways of corresponding length. 

The collapse of the Briand Min- 
istry came suddenly, to the out- 
side world at least. Had it oc- 
curred because of some domestic 
issue it would have been accepted 
as only another turn of the kalie- 
doscope, having no necessary bear- 
ing on international polities and 
no particular interest to the world 
at large. But the break down 
came on a question of foreign pol- 
icy in which the world is necessar- 
ily interested. The proceedings 
at Cannes, where the Supreme 
Council has been in session, were 
the cause of the downfall. The 
course of the Premier at the con- 
ference was challenged in the 
Chamber. He made a defence 
which is said to have gained the 
sympathy of the members. But 
he evidently felt that he could not 
count on a sufficiently strong 
backing to warrant him in holding 
office.
